Heavy Buying Lifts Local Issue
to New Top Price Stor-

age Also Strong

A now high record for Cnmbrla Steel
and a sharp recovery In Electric Storage
JJattcry were the outstanding featurrs of
the deatlnca on the Philadelphia Stpck
Exchange this morning. Heavy buylnir,
of Cambria, sot In from the start, and
the quotation was rapidly lifted ncroea
64. , Houses with Now York connectloni
were tho principal buyers and wero per-
sistent In asserting that the stock would
soon be listed In Wall street. Whether
the traders there will bo so eager to pur-
chase tho shares when they see thorn
quoted at 123 per cent or thereabouts for
a S per cont. dividend-payin- g Industrial
remains to be seen.

It is Inevitable that the price v. Ill be
compared with other Steel Issues, such as
Hepubllc Iron and Steel preferred, selling
around 101, and paying 7 per cent., with
some accumulated back dividend war-
rants still to be settled, and United States
Bteel preferred, selling around 113, and
paying 7 per cent.
